The car was going toward Aber- 
deen, and Ah Wong was. driving 
it at a brisk pace along the 
straight, level stretch by the side 
of the golf course. The speed was 


not reduced as. the car approach-| - 


‘ed a’ bridge'spanning 4 nullah 
which formed’ the :boundary : of 
the far:end of the golf course,

In the 
survey the cages of 1053 negative 
leper workers encountered and re-|. 
vealed as never before the problems 
faced.by men and women when they 
return to the world after an absence 
pf five, ten, fifteen, perhaps twenty 
years, on lonely Culfon, 
. Friends, former friends even 
wives, husbands, brothers or sisters, 
turn away fromthe ex-leper when 
he Is discharged, from Cullon, 30 
great fs the, dread of the disease, 
The survey’ conducted by Mrs. 
Escoda showed that many ex-lepers 
are unprepared to take their place 
in society again. Some find feeling 
against them so strong outside that 
voluntarily they return to Culion. 
' With the funds asked for by the 
Philippine Anti-Leprosy Society the 
organisation will undertake to cope 
with the problems unearthed by the 
survey conducted from November 1, 
1929, to April 1, 1930. & 


It will scek to prepare ex-lepers 


for the life outside before they leave, 


Culion, It will conduct a campaign 
of education to overthrow tho pre- 
judice against. the man or woman 
not: accepted by his friends and 
family because he once was a Jeper. 
In her report Mrs, Escoda says: 
“There .is need for votational 
training in the different treatment 
stations. It is necessary. to provide 
training in common occupations, «. 
If tha Philippine Anti- ‘Leprosy 
Society should remain as an’ organ- 
isation there is no programme more 
Sitting for it to undertake than this 
definite assistance ‘to ex-lepers and 
the leper’s family.” «sy 
. The survey conducted showed that 
while at  Culion many lepers lost 
contact with their,..families and 
were unable to find them when re- 
leased. ‘This is another . problem 
with which the organisation will 
deal. It will continue its study of 
the ex-leper, parole’ system and the 
social and economic conditions -of

One of the most ‘serious aspects 
of the cholera ° situation presénted| 
itself to-day when the health aus, 
thoritied of Mahila received reporta’ 
from Iloilo to the effect that the 
people in that’ province, are hiding 
cholera cases and are resisting the 
control measures being enforced by 
the health officers, ‘ 

A combing of the province reveal- 
ed a total of 106 cages with 70 
deaths according to dispatches re- 
celved duting the last. 24 hours. 
These numbers are considered to be 
the biggest so far regiatered for one 
province in a single thy, indfeating 
the seriousness of the epidemic’ in 
Loilo. ° 

Thoilo also broke, the record in 
to-day's dispatches‘ when it reported 
a total of 14 municipalities Infected, 
showing that the epidemic. is wide- 
spread in the province. Dr. Jacobo 
Fajardo was giver assurances by 
the constabulary this morning that 
‘proper, ald will be given the Jhealth 
officers in locating the hidden cases, 
and in administering the health 
measures, © 
will be ordered to leave immediately 
for Hoilo, it was also learned. Dr. 
FiJardo also sent a series of circu- 
lar letters to the different towns! 
infected, urging the health officers 
and town officials te conduct educa- 
tional campaigns to obtain the: 
people's co-operation, Regular evens! 
ing conferences in which the people 
are taught the need of reporting |’ 
cases end voluntarily submitting; 
themselves to vaccination and other 
controi measures, will. also -be re-' 
sorted to.
